EFFORTS TO UNRAVEL THE MYSTERIOUS 
BROOKLYN TRAGEDY. 


The Ramsey Family—Numerous Suspicious 
Deaths at the Hatton House—The Marital

UNSUCCESSFUL SEARCH FOR JAMES HENRY 
PAINE’S SUPPOSED WEALTH. 


— 


The Strange Career of a Brilliant Native of 70 


Boston — Accumulating Vast Wealth — 
Paine’s Strange Mode of Life—Living in 


Misery and Filth and Feigning Poverty. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

New Tonk, February 20.—James Henry 
Paine, the story of whose strange life was told 
in a special dispatch from Boston to the Post- 
DISPATCH on Thursday, died on December 23, 
last, friendless and alone, in a miserable con- 
dition, at No. 177 Bleeker street, in this city, 
and was buried two days later in a pauper’s 
grave in Mount Olivet Cemetery, yet this man 
is supposed to have died possessed of millions, 
and the question now is, what became of his 
vast possessions? He was a descendent of 
one of the most illustrious families of Massa- 
chusetts, his grandfather, Robert Treat Paine, 
being one of the signers of the declaration of 
independence. He was born in Boston about 
eighty-two years ago. Young Paine received 
a good education in the public schools of that 
city, and later was employed as musical critio 
and financial reporter on the Boston Post, 
and afterwards on the Traveler. On 
reaching his majority he inherited 
a fortune and rapidly added to the amount by 
lending money. As a musical critic he 
showed remarkable ability, and in addition to 
this he was looked upon as a business man of 
uncommon keenness. About thirty years ago, 
after some very questionabie financial transac - 
tions, which caused him to be severely de- 
nounced by the press of his native city, he 
came to New York. He was believed, at that 
time, to be worth $200,000 and $300,000, all in 
cash and negotiable paper. When he left 
Boston a man named Whiton owed him $56,000, 
for which he held Whiton’s notes, with ample 
security in the shape of bohds. Whiton 
paid the notes, but Paine retained 
the bonds ‘and still had. them, 


at the time of Whiton’s death. Later, 
Whiton’s executor, L. 8. Beecher, came to 
New York and after several weeks’ search 
found Paine and compelled him to return the 
bonds with interest. Beecher says that Paine 
took him toa house on Fifth avenue where 
the bonds. were turned over to him, Paine 
giving a check for the interest, which he 
signed James Henry. At that time Paine 
had a bundle of bonds, which were estimated 
to be worth $1,000,000. The location of this 
Fifth avenue house is now unknown and no 
further facts can be learned concerning it. 
Paine’s miserable habits grew with his ad- 
vancing years. He finally became so ragged 
and filthy that he was arrested as a vagrant 
and sent to the Island, when he was rescued by 
some acquaintance, who believed he was as 
poor as he seemed. So far did he carry his 
protestations of poverty that itis said he was 
even known to stand on the street hat in 
hand

after his death several hundred dollars were 
found secreted in his clothing and that was 
believed to be all the money he possessed. 
Paine was a conspicuous figure on opera nights 
at the Academy of Music before the Mapleson 
regime, being tolerated there because of his 
musical knowledge. He will be remembered 
by those who were often frequenters. He had 
a habit of begging snuff and taking as much as 
he could out of the box. On the 15th of De- 
cember last, Paine slipped on the city hall 
steps and fell, breaking his right leg. He was 

icked up by Charles Pritchard, of No. 25 

inetta Lane, and taken to the Twenty-sixth 
precinct station-house, where he gave 
the name of James Henry and his residence 
as No. 44 Bleeker street. From there 
he was taken to the Chambers street Hospital, 
where his leg was set by Dr. Auterbridge. One 
hundred and thirty dollars and some cents in 
money were found in his clothes. He refused 
to remain at the hospital, claiming that he 
could not afford to pay for medical attendance, 
and was sent home in an ambulance. When 
his money was handed back to him a single 
penny dropped on the floor, which caused him 
to break out in great lamentation and he 
would not budge until the penny 
was found. Returning to his comfortiless 
quarters under the roof 177 Bleecker street, he 
was cared for by the old couple, Mr. and Mrs. 
Frederick Luer, from whom he rented his 
room, until the morning of December 23 last, 
when he died. The death certificate, on file in 
the Bureau of Vital Statistics, states that he 
— his age as 88 years, a native of the United 

tates, unmarried, twenty years in New York, 
occupation, artist. Coroner Levy held an in- 
quest and decided that death was caused by a 
fracture of the femur occasioned by a fall 
and oldage. The case was reporte 
Fifteenth Precinct’ station-house about 
noon on the day of death and 
Officer Gerry was sent to investigate. He 
reported that the man died without medical 
attendance. Dr. Edward John Donlin, brother 
of Coroner Donlin, was sent to view the re- 
mainsand announced the cause of death as 
above. The Coroner’s record gives Paine’s 
age as 70 years. After the inquest the body 
was turned over to Undertaker John Harold, 
of 920 Eighth Avenue,and was buried in Mount 
Olivet cemetery 
funeral was attended by only John J. 
the undertaker’s son, and an assistant. The 
undertaker was employed and paid by John 
S. Dingwell, a restaurant keeper at Xo. 830 
Broadway. Young Harold says he found the 
body in a very dirty and filthy condition. Saw 
no evidences of wealth about the room, which 
was not over 6x8 feet in size, lighted by a small 
dormer window and almost totally devoid of 
furniture. The body laid on a miserable straw 
bed. The early record of his life here is that, 
one frosty morning in the spring of 1868, a 
man, clothed in * and covered with dirt, 
rang the bell of No. 110 Spring street. He 
asked the servant to give him some breakfast. 
After eating the food he wentaway. Thenext 
morning the same man returned with the same 
request, and the day following as well. On 
the last day Frederic Luer, who occupied the 
house, questioned him. The old man

Mr. Luer took him in and gave him a robm. 
For six months Paine lived on the bounty of his 
friend, who at last grew tired of his 
guest’s peculiar manners and unclean habits 
and told him he must seek quarters elsewhere. 
Then the miser begged and implored to be al- 
lowed toremain, stating that he would pay 
what he could for his room. It was agreed 
that $6 a month should be the rent, but when 
the first month came due the rent was not 
paid and it was only by threats of turning him 
out that the amount required was found. For 
eight years the man lived in this manner. 
From that time until his death he never wore 
a shirt or stockings, but went about in old 
worn shoes, and summer and winter wore a 
greasy overcoat which he held tightly up 
to him, as if it neealed some- 
thing valuable.

Mrs. Petrini,who keeps an 
Italian restaurant at No. 148 Bleecker street, 
says that about once a week Paine would in- 
dulge in a 25-cent dinner, that he was always 
joined by a well-dressed man, who gave him 
money, which he would tie up in the napkin 
and putin his coat. She did not know the 
name of his companion, but she said that 
Paine never spent more than 25 cents ata 
time. He would always carry away the un- 
eaten bread. George Munich, a baker at No. 
194 Blocker street, says that every night for 
the past two years, Paine would sit in his 
place until about II o’clock, Between 10 and 
ll he was always visited by a man stylishly 
dressed. Thetwo would go to atable in the

AN EXPERT’S ADVICE TO SLUGGER JOHN L. 
SULLIVAN. N 


Some Terrible Stories of the Punishment In- 
flicted in Old-Time Battles The Knock- 
Out” Period an Advance Toward Civilized 
Pugilism—Interesting Ring Gossip. 


Special Correspondence of the POST-DISPATCH. 
PHILADELPHIA,February 18, 1885.—I was talk- 
ing with an old-time admirer of pugilism not 
long since, and I asked him how the boxers 
who had sprung up recently, compared with 
the men of his youth. It's very 
hard to say, was the reply. 
ou see John L. Sullwan has 
revolutionized the style of fighting just ag Jem 
Ward and Jack Randall did in their days. Be- 
fore Randall’s time it was the fashion for men to 
toe the scratch, almost knee to knee, and then 
slug away as long as they were able to stand. 
Such athing as jumping, let alone running away 
or dodging to avoid punishment, was regarded 
as cowardly. Randall introduced more shifty 
and scientific methods, and as he beat every 
man who stood before him, he was the model 
the young crop of fighters patterned after. 
When he beat Martin, the baker, the first 
time, it was after a most terrific 


fizht, in which he received terrible body 
beating. Martin wanted to try it again 
and though Randall’s doctor told him thata 
repetition of this rib-roasting would cost him 
his life, he gave Martin the chance he 
wanted. He won again but the doctor’s 
words came true, forhedid eventually die of 
disease which was the result of 
the injuries he received at Martin’s 
hands. Jem Ward was the father 
of the modern, or really scientific school of 
boxing. He wasavery intelligent man, and 
his science“ was the result of study and of 
reason. He won the championship of England, 
and was the fistic mentor of that light of the 
ring, Yankee Sullivan, whom he packed 
against Hammet Lane. After retiring from 
the ring, Ward kept a publie ouse’’ 
for quite a while. Then he studied 
ainting and he became so expert with his 
rush that some of his landscapes were exhib- 
ited, lamtold, by the Royal Academy. He 
madea drawing for the fine picture ofthe 
Heenan and Sayers fight. Paty Shepard has a 
print of it in his place ‘‘The Abbey,’’ in Bos- 
ton.

„When John L. Sullivan introduced the stop- 
or knock - em- out- in- four - round -hard-glove- 
contests he revolutionized boxing. It was 
such a novelty that English fighters couldn’t 
understand it. thn me,’ said deg Wil- 
son, ‘I cawn’t get it through me blood 
nut as ow hanny man cawn knoc 
me hout with the gloves hin four 
rounds.’ Had it not been for the 
clever coaching of Arthur Chambers, and the 
fail-down-at-the-offer-of-a-hit - and - stay - on- 
the-stage-ten-seconds tactics he adopted he 
would have known well enough. Sullivan's 
style is faster and more catchy to the eye than 
the one it superseded, but itis not half so 
hard ona fighter. Few will believe this 
who see a_ strong, powerful man 
reeling with weakness after a few minutes of 
slugging, and they are still less inclined to be- 
lieve it when they see him a moment later 
stretched senseless on the floor or knocked 
helplessinaheap. They say: ‘There is more 
punishment inilicted now in four rounds 
than there used to be in _ forty.’ 
This is a mistake. The unishment 
is more apparent than real. Two hours after 
the knock-out you often see the defeated man 
looking as well as ever he did in -his life. 
You see, men do not train as thoroughly for 
these contests as they do for protracted fights. 
Their stomachs go back on them from the 
rapidity of their exertions, for all the fighting 
has to be done in twelve minutes. Then 
the gloves do not permit the knuckles to cut 
as they would were they bare, and the knock- 
out is nine times out of ten caused Dy A smash 
on the jugular or on the angle or point of the 
jaw. he resulting shock produces momen- 
tary tnsensibility, but no lasting injury So all 
the men that John L. Sullivan has knocked out 
and yet of the dozens ne has felled to the floor 
like an ox, not one has he permanently in- 
—— His terrible might is very effective, 

ut it is not killing by any means.

In the old days men trained for weeks, and 
even months before engagi in a 
prize. battle. The — was pitched on 
turf in the pure country air, and not on 
a stage in the midst of tobacco smoke as 
dense almost as afog. They wore no gloves 
and the bare knuckles did the work. Many 
fights lasted over two hours, during which 
the worsted man often bled steadily half the 
time. Constant dropping will wear a hole in a 
stone and a succession of blows on 
one spot, even though a single one be 
not severe, have a culminator effect 
far more permanently damaging than any 
smash that merely knocks one out for a mo- 
ment. in the old days a fighter who remained 
in the ring after his thirtieth or thirty-fifth 
year was called stale or an oldone. In his 
controversy with John —— 4 F after their 
fight at Boston Four Corners, Sullivan wrote: 
‘lam an old man, I years of age.’ Now look 
at Jem Mace fighting at fifty-five. The hardest 
fight Jever saw was between Joe Goss and 
Badger Crutcbly. Joe had to give his head to 
get at 2 — body and Badger beat it until 
there was hardly a semblage of humanity left 
in it. Veteran ‘‘pugs’’ turned from 
the ring-side their 
Badger's y ribs were 80 
lumped that you would have thought 
he had a dozen goose eggs under his skin. e 
wasn’t able to rise from his second’s knee in 
the ast round, and he never recovered from 
the beating he received. Months after he 
would be unable to find rest at nights, 
unless he drank until 3 or was 
so tired from exhaustion that even pain 
could not keep him awake. Olten he would 
rise from his couch and walk the floor in tor- 
ment. He would imagine that he would be 
abie to find restif his bed was elsewhere, and 
he would plaintively direct his wife, ‘Jenny, 
make my bed here, or, Jenny, let me lie 
there,’ like a querulous child.

Sullivan Wants to Fight Privately.

Boston, February 20.—Mr. W. B. Harding 
said to-night: ‘‘A match between Sullivan and 
Smith is as good as arranged. George W.Atkin- 
son of the London Sporting Life cabled to Mr. 
Fox that Jem Smith’s backer, Arthur Coo 
er, a bookmaker of London, acting in be 
of the Central Club, for whom Smith has been 
a teacher of sparring, was ready to back Smith 
to fight Sullivan for $5,000 to 0,000. He did 
not specify where the fight should take place.

Fox, as backer of Sullivan, to fight Jem 
Smith for $10,000 to $20,000. 

‘‘If Smith will come to America we will al- 
low $500 forthe expense. If he decides that 
the fight must take placein Ireland he must 
allow us . The match is as Mews as set- 
tled, for fir. Fox has received a private mes- 
sage from Atkinson, ia. which he — be that 
there are dead loads of money in England to 
back Smith against the world.’ 

The only trouble in arranging a match was 
the fact that Sullivan is under contract to 
make a European tour with John Cannon.

Three League Managers Fooled. 

The following story in relation to the latest 
base ball deal in the League is vouched for by 
a gentleman well known in base ball circles: 
Two days after Mr. Lucas returned from the 


League committee meeting in New York, at 
which it was decided that the organization 
should have eight instead of the six 
clubs favored by the Western section, he 
took a quiet run over to Cincinnati, in which 
town he saw several men prominent in base 
ball business, and with whom he discussed 
one or two very important questions. It is a 
well-known fact, the story runs, that the 
League managers are anxious to secure either 
Baltimore or Pittsburg and Cincinnati, which 
cities, it was proposed, would constitute the 
two additional clubs made requisite for the 
full number of the League. Baltimore 
and Pittsburg were out of the question 
and the League naturally turned to Cincinnati 
as the weakest point of attack, and for a while 
their hopes ran high in that direction. Mr. 
Lucas found, when he got to the town of hams, 
that he was not the only League man in the 
city, and by a strange coincidence Mr. Marsh 
of Detroit happened to arrive on the same day 
with the St. Louig manager. The scheme 
of the League men was to impress 
upon the minds of the owners of the Associa- 
tion Club at Cincinnati that they were anxious 
to secure the club, not from any advantage 
which it would necessarily give to the League 
itself, but to get a number of its players for 
St. Louis so as to be able to lay out the Brown 
Stocking Club of this city in the slickest kind 
of style. Theidea was to lay hands on Cincin- 
nati’s club and to turn it over, franchise and all 
to Justus Thorner, the wealthy Cincinnati 
brewer, and to make it a League club of the 
first water. To this end an offer was made to 
the owners of the club for its purchase. The 
offer was made through a St. uis base ball 
man and amounted, in money, to $26,000. The 
Cincinnati peopie thought that the sum 
was dwartiish, more particular! 80 
when the fact developed that 2 was 
a very desirable piece of property in the eyes of 
the League, and the stock assumed a sudden 
‘‘bullishness’’ as a Wali street man would say, 
toat carried it clear above the pal $20, 
offered by the League and continued the sky- 
ward movement until it touched the rather 
celestial point of $40,000.

The Texas & Pacific. 

Last May the East-bound Freight pool went 
to pieces, and since that time any nuuber of 
efforts have been made to reorganize it. At 
one meeting the St. Louis lines wanted to 
know what the Central Traffic Associalion 
would do in case of reorganization,

The object of the meeting is to get up a 
pool based on money principles. 9 
railroad definition of these terms is: Money 
principal means to pay over to the pool 
whatever amount is earned over a stated ver. 
centage ; a physical pool means to send freight 
over some other line when a certain line has 
handled its quota. It is positively asserted 
that no definite conclusion will be reached to- 
day or even at this meeting. However, it is 
generally known that Commissioner De Pew 
strongly inclines to a money —1 
Gov. J. OC. Brown, Co-Recelver of the Texas 
& Pacific, has just returned from Texas and 
will go back to the Lone Star State to-night. 
He says he contemplates no radical change in 
operating or any other department 
of the road. He has been t since 
his visit to Texas, and while there have been 
several disconnected propositions to reorgan- 
ize the road ofa eral nature has 
been talked of. Beyond ea doubt the bond- 
holders want to reorganize without letting the 
road get into the hands of new capitalists 
and it will be but a short time until full and 
concerted action is had, Gov. Brown’s resig- 
nation as General Solicitor of the Missouri Pa- 
cific system has not been accepted and will 
not be until he either insists on it, or several 
matters he is at present handling are closed.

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OUR INDIAN RIVAL. 

There seems to be a heavy alloy in the 
realization of England’s great expecta- 
tions from India as respects both wheat 
and cotton. Indian wheat is producing 
far more distress among British than 
American farmers, because the latter can 
do fairly well as stockmen and meat pro- 
ducers, without exporting a bushel of 
wheat. And as to the East Indian cotton 
which was to emancipate Manchester 
from her dependence on the United 
States, itisfound that rival cotton fac- 
tories are springing up in India as well as 
in our own cotton States. 

When it was first asked if India, with 
her redundancy of cheap labor, would not 
soon begin to manufacture her own cotton 
instead of sending it to England and buy- 
ing cotton goods from Manchester, the 
answer was that England’s abundance of 
cheap capital would countervail the differ- 
ence in the cost of labor, and that the 
saving in transportation would not ena- 
ble India to compete with England’s vast 
accumulation of plant and skill and with 
her splendidly organized and equipped 
trade with other Oriental countries besides 
India. | 

But, so far as any monetary influence 
operates in the matter, it appears to have 
been operating in favor of Indian manu- 
facturers for some years past, and the 
Manchester people are now pondering 
over statistics from which they infer that 
the rapid appreciation of their gold stand- 
ard is transferring the cotton goods trade 
of Oriental countries from Manchester to 
India. Mr. Frank Hardcastle, a mem- 
ber of Parliament, who is President of 
the Mancnester United Bleachers’ As- 
sociation, presented to a recent meet- 
ing of that association some statistics 
showing a decrease of cotton mills in En- 
gland since 1878 of 1.46 per cent, and an in- 
crease of 49.05 in India; of spindles, an 
increase of 32 in England and 55.2 in 
India; of looms, an increase of 8.94 per 
cent in England and 54.39 in India; of 
persons employed, an increase of 4.33 
per cent in England and 40.71 in India. 
Moreover, in the five years, 1880 to 1884 
inclusive, India’s exports of piece goods 
to China and Japan had increased 57.6 per 
cent, and her export of cotton yarn 144.9 
per cent, while England’s exports to the 
same countries had decreased 13.4 per 
cent in piece goods and 16.3 per cent in 
yarn. 

Mn. HARDCASTLB’S explanation of these 
figures is that the increasing disparity be- 
tween gold and silver has operated heav- 
ily against England’s trade with the sil- 
ver-standard countries of the Orient, and 
that while the constant appreciation of 
gold money in mono-metallic England en- 
courages hoarding and discourages invest - 
ment for production on a falling market, 
the contrary effect is visible in the exclu- 
sively silver countries where invest- 
ment and production are not discouraged 
by a scarcity of money and an increase of 
its purchasing power. 

Whatever part the disparity of money 
standards may play in trade between En- 
gland and India, this explanation does not 
seem to account for the increase of cotton 
manufacture in this country, and particu- 
larly in our Southern States, since prices 
here are regulated by the same gold stand- 
ard as in England. The cost of trans- 
portation and the expansion of British 
trade beyond its natural and proper do- 
main, has a good deal to do with the oc- 
casional lopping off of considerable sec- 
tions of it by countries to which some of it 
more naturally belongs.

USEFUL NOBLEMEN, 

Tue rising of thé Demooratio tide in 
England is exerting an appreciable in- 
fluence on the life, thoughts and habits of 
the people. One encouraging symptom 
of a deep-seated change is the higher esti- 
mate which the members of the nobility 
now put upon useful and industrial occu- 
pations. The Irish maidin ‘‘Our Boys” 
says of an unknown and _ eccentric 
boarder: ‘‘I know he’s a gintlemin be- 
cause he don’t do nothin’ for a livin’;’’ 
but in these progressive times there are 
English noblemen who actually work for 
a living, and the time may soon come 
when a titled bread-winner will not 
be in demand as a curiosity 
for a dime museum. Some titled 
Englishmen are now ein trade,” 
andthe astonished Londoners have seen 
men selling suspenders and sleeve-but- 
tons, though adorned with such lofty ped- 
igrees that their remote ancestors, if alive 
to-day, could not miss the gallows or the 
State Prison as a reward for their heroic 
daring and knightly deeds. Some 
members of the nobility have vindi- 
cated their claims to progressive 
ideas by waiting in‘ restaurants 
and slinging dishes with the easy grace 
and nonchalance of those to the manner 
born. This is an excellent way for a dem- 
ooratio lord to shake off the cumbering 
impediments of high-born exclusiveness 
and inherited prejudice, and saturate him- 
self with the vivifying essence of equal 
rights and natural liberty. Sir CLaupE 
DE CRESPIGNY, a Well-known English 
baronet, recently aired his talent and 
strength in a fresh fieldof utility by as- 
sisting Hangman Berry in choking the 
three Netherby burglars. The noble 
baronet showed himself quite as expert

A BLACK EYE POR MONOPOLY. 

A DECISION just handed down by the 
Supreme Court of Pennsylvania is of 
peculiar interest to Missourians. In the 
Missouri Constitution of 1875 were incor- 
porated the wise provisions in regard to 
common carriers, corporation charters 
and the exercise of eminent domain 
which had been engrafted upon the Penn- 
sylvania Constitution of 1874, through the 
efforts and the foresight of the illustrious 
Judge BLack. 

Why the influence of the railroads was 
not successfully exerted to prevent the 
adoption of those provisions, when it was 
soon found strong enough in both States 
to defeat any legislation for the enforce- 
ment thereof, was explained by the argu- 
ment with which they restrained many 
honest legislators who could not be other- 
wise influenced. This argument was that 
charters antedating the Constitution were 
contracts protected by the famous Dart- 
mouth College decision from the power of 
subsequent Legislatures or Constitutional 
Conventions. 

But, after giving full force to this argu- 
ment and holding the matter under advise- 
ment from January 30, 1885, to February 
15, 1886, the Pennsylvania Supreme Court 
decides that both the Reading and the 
Pennsylyania roads had surrendered the 
inviolability of their charters. to the dis- 
cretion of the legislative power of the 
State, long before the new Constitution 
was adopted. They had accepted grants 
of additional powers and privileges under 


a statute of 1855 and a Constitutional 


amendment of 1857, which provided that 
corporation charters so amended “shall be 
deemed and taken to be subject to the 
power of the Legislature, unless expressly 
waived therein, to alter, revoke or an- 
nul the same,’’ as fully asif that power 
had been expressly reserved in the 
original grant. The courts below had 
decided against the roads in cases where 
they claimed that the provision of the 
new Constitution making them responsible 
for consequential damages in exercising 
the power of eminent domain would take 
from them an immunity granted in their 
original charters. On the appeal to the 
Supreme Court that tribunal affirmed the 
original judgments,on the ground that the 
companies had voluntarily and for a con- 
sideration made their original charters 
subject to amendment by either the Legis- 
lature or a Constitutional Convention. 
This, and the decision recently obtained 
by Attorney-General Cassipy in regard to 
the authority and duty of the courts to en- 
force certain provisions of the Constitution 
without further legislation, will be a 
crushing blow tothe new coal syndicate 
and to other monopoly combinations that 
are sucking the life-blood from Pennsyl- 
vania’s industries and resources. The 
Constitution will now begin to bear fruit 
in the way of remedies for grevious 
wrongs. The railroads will soon be com- 
pelled to obey the law, to cease their illegal 
discriminations, to abandon the business 
of mining and cornering coal, andto con- 
fine themselves to the role of common car- 


riers.

plied to railroads and canals alone is not 
applied to all corporations nor even to all 
common carriers alike. The decision fol- 
lows that of Justice FIELD in the California 
tax cases, and as it will deprive the State 
of an immense revenue and compel it to 
refund large amounts conditionally paid 
heretofore, an appeal is to be taken.

New Boat Race Rules. 

The Executive Committee ot the National 
Association of Amateur Oarsmen, have issued 
a circular announcing a number of new rules, 
and one or two amendments of old rules to 


be observed in boat races. The 
following is the fist of the new 
and amended rules: Every boat shall abide 
by its aceidents, provided, that if during a 
race a boat, While in its own water, shall be 
interfered with by any outside boat, the 
umpire may order the race to be rowed 
over again, it, in his opinion, 
such interference materially affected its 
chances of the race. What follow 
are new rules: ‘*The judge at the finish shall

OHIOAGO MERCHANTS DRAW COMPARISONS 
_ BETWEEN THE LAKE CITY AND sx. LOUIS. 


Extremely Favorable Showing for the Future 
Great—Admission 


Wrung from Bivals That 
St. Louis Leads in Many Lines of Business— 


Far Ahead In Manufactures—A Gratifying 
Exhibit. 


The Chicago Tribune of yesterday prints an 
article two and a halt columns in length, in 
which a comparison is made of the commer. 
cial industries of Chicago and st. Louis, which 
will be read with interest by all St. Louisans. 

The basis of the article isa statement pub- 
lished recently in a St. Louis paper, and giving 
a list of the industries in which St. Louis leads 
the city by the lake. The Tribune prints 
interviews with leading representatives in the 
different lines of trade mentioned, from which 
the following extracts-are made. For instance, 
under the head line, Several Branches in 
Which St. Louis Leads,’’ isto bejfound the 
following consoling information: 

WHERE WE LEAD. 

We hardly want to measure swords with 

St. Louisin the article of tobacco,’’ said Mr. 


Baker of Spalding & Merrick, the North Side 
manufacturers. St. Louis is r a 
eat tobaceo manufacturing city. They 
ave one house down there that comes 
awd near to setting the pace for Lor- 
llard, The house I refer to and 
one other put out 19,000,000 pounds 
of tobacco last year, and Lorillard’s output 
was, I think, not more than 14,000,000. Chicago 
is far behind this. Wemake about 4,000,000 
unds a year, and all the other factories in 
wn r produce less than this. We 
cannot afford to blow our horn on our tobacco 
production.’’ 

„St. Louis can laugh at us when it comes to 
talking saddiery and saddlery hardware, 
said a member of the firm of P. Hayden & Co. 
We have only two or three houses here that 
do any volume of business in this line, while 
St. Louis has at least twelve good houses, and 
five or six as large as the largest ones here. 
They have always heid the trade, and so far 
as I can see are liable to do so. 

„St. Louis sells and makes a great deal 
more of white and red lead than Chicago 
does—in fact, she is the greatest white-lead 

roducing city inthe country,’’ said E 
W. Biatchiord. The old 
mines have 
for years, 
been very large. Chicago, however, sells 
much the larger quantity of lead 7 and 
sheet lead. St. Louis enjoys the les n this 
and many other articles, I think, because of 
freight discriminations against Chic o, which 
Iam satisfled are going on every day, and 
have been for years, In the manufacture 
of shot St. Louis is also ahead. She has three 
shot-towers to Chicago’s one.“ 

We have no plate-glass works in Chicago, 
said Mr. G. W. De Maid of the Kimball Plate- 
Glass Company, ‘‘and St. Louis has one of the 
best in the country atasuburb called Crystal 
City. Notwithstanding this fact, however, 
Chicago sells a much larger quantity of glass, 
and buys the majority of itherself. I have not 
the statistics to show this to be the case, but I 
am satisfied that reference to them will prove 
the truth of what I — 1 Si 

‘*‘Chicago is no market for bags or bagging 
whea compaged with St. Louis,’’ said a mem- 
ber of the firm of Hart, Bradley &Co. ‘‘Their 
big river trade and the large quantity of mer- 
chandise, such as cotton, grain, wool, etc., 
which is shipped in bags, 2 profitable work 
to a number of factories there. As for cotton, 
there is no cotton sold in —— What 
should we do with it here? St. uis, to- 

ether with Memphis and New Orleans, holds 
that trade. 

FLOUR. 

„We make but a poor showing against St. 
Louis in the matter of four mills, said the 
manager of the Star and Crescent mills when 
questioned upon the subject. ‘‘St. Louis has 
twenty-four mills and turns out from 14,000 to 
18,000 rels of flour a day. We have three 
mills in Chicago with a capacity of about 3,000 

Our great trouble is in securing 


up onthe board? They 
bushels there every 
day?’’ 


That is just the trouble. All the wheat 
that comes in here is putin store for specula- 
tive purposes, and the price it brings, bein 
ficticious, is so high that we cannot touch 
for flour. If it were not for this I believe 
Chicago would be the greatest milling center 
inthe world. There no reason why she 
should not de, and if she were 
flour would of course be the more plenti- 
ful and much cheaper here. Why, every 
bushel of wheat I buy I buy on the track. 
Sometimes I run short and have to hustle 
around and buy some of the Board of trade 
wheat. It seems funny, doesenst it, That in a 
city of three-quarters of a million of people, 
where the elevators are crowded to burs ing 
with thousands and sometimes millions o 
bushels of wheat. that one cannot bu 
load to make flour out of? But such 
been the case with me?’’ 

SEWER-PIPE AND BRICK. 

It the question is one of usage, said Mr. 
Ramsey of the firm of Rhodes & Ramsey, 
‘‘Ohicago sells and uses nearly five times as 
much sewer-pipe as St. Louis does, but we do 
not manufacture as much. Neither do we buy 
much St. Louis pipe; there is too much tron in 
it. Our best pipe comes from Utica, N. Y., 
Ottawa, III., and Akron and Columbus, O. 
The same thing may be said of fire-brick and 
allother fire-clay products. We do not manu- 
facture here because we have not a suitable 
grade of clay.“ 

‘*So St. Louis imagines she is ahead of us in 
building-brick, does she?’’ asked a member of 
the Illinois Press-Brick Company. Well, sir, 
Chicago beats her in brick about five to one, 
That is, an entire brick product. I guess, 
she makes more pressed brick than we do, 
but we use a big part of it for her. 

ear Chicago manufactured about 370,000,000 

rick. Th ’ will make full 
400, 000, 000, is more, Chi- 
cago uses buildings all 
the brick she makes. St. Louis, on the other 
hand, uses only about 50 per cent of her brick 
herself. 

Mr. Lockwood of Lockwood & Kimball said: 
‘‘Ohicago far exceeds St. Louis, if we consider 
all classes of brick in the output, although St. 
Louis, I guess, has the largest press-brick con- 
cegn in the country. 

SOME QUEER FIGURES ON BEER. 

In the matter of beer,“ said the Secretary 
of the Chicago Brewers’ Association, ‘‘the 
figures upon their face would show St. Louis 
to be in the lead, but they also show her prod- 
uct to be on the decrease in quantity, while 
that of K is vastly increased.

A BIG SCHEME. 


The Marquis de Mores’ Pian to Furnish 
Meat Direct to Consumers. 

New York, February 22.—The Marquis de 
Mores has not yet started for his Western cat- 
tle ranch. He has been delayed here to per- 
fect a scheme which will probably have con- 
siderable effect on the price of meats in this 
city. A reporter met him incidentally up 
town last night, and, although the project is 
not yet fully ripe, he explained the principal 
features of it. We propose, he said, to 
stop the expense of middlemen and send 
meats direct from the producer to the con- 
sumer. I have discovered that in the practical 
working of the cattle business, as at present 
conducted, there are eleven middlemen, each 
of whom must have a profit before the meat 
reaches the consumer. The wholesalers are 
eating us up. We propose to start retail 
shops in all of the tenement house districts of 
tne city, where our meats will be sold on 
account of the com y. The cattle 
will be killed in our abbattoir. 
will be shipped in refrigerator cars. It will be 
delivered to a central market, and from there 
distributed to the different shops. We shall 
have the scheme at work in abouts days.

THE REMOVALS CONTROVERSY. 


George William Curtis on the Dispute Be- 
tween the President and the Senate. 

New YorK, February 22.—The Herald this 
morning prints a long interview with George 
William Curtis, in regard to the dispute be- 
tween the President and the Senate. Mr. 
Curtis said that perhaps the President was 
justified in refusing to make confidential com- 
munications public. But his refusal should 
only apply to such as had already been made 
tohim. Heshould givethe people to under- 
stand that in future all papers would be open 
for inspection. Then, anyone who had any 
information to lay before the President would 
know what to expect. No one could suffer by 
such an arrangement. It would serve to make 
people more careful of what they said 
and for whom they signed. And that 


certainly was desirable. The signing of pe- 
titions for office had grown to absurd propor- 
tions. Many prominent men will sign any- 
thing, and a Governor of this State, Mr. Our- 
tis said, had told him thathe signed every 
petition that was presented to him. But 
whenever he signed such papers he wrote to 
the appointing powerto say that the signa- 
ture meant nothing at all, and if he really 
wanted to help an applicant he would write in 
a private way. This was not fair to those who 
had secured the signature. 
PRESIDENT VAN BUREN’S PRACTICE WAS SIMI- 
LAR. 
If Martin wrote, or said such and such athing, 
it would not do to rely upon it, Dut if Martin's 
son said or wrote it, why then it was perfectly 
reliable. These were tricks of politicians, to 
be sure, but they showed how great this abuse 
was capabie of — Mr. Curtis sald that 
he agreed with Senator Sherman on the right 
of the Senate to see the recommendations for 
appointment. The Senate was part of the 
executive power. The Constitution said that 
the President should nominate, and by and 
with the consent of the Senate, appoint certain 
officers. As part of the executive power, the 
Senate had the right to ow what 
influences, considerations and information 
had decided the President in making a nom- 
ination. Its action could not be thoroughly 
intelligent unless it had such information. 
The object of the Senate in demanding these 
apers wastwofold. First, it wanted to de- 
end the character ofthe men who had been 
removed. Inthe second place it wished, if 
possible, to throw discredit on the President 
and to show that he had violated his pledges. 
This latter was its prime object. The Senate 
belonged to the opposition party and ithad a 
right to attack the President's position if its 
warfare was honorable. The President could 
block the Senate’s game by kur- 
nishing it with the information asked. The 
Senate has said that the information 
was wanted as secret information. It was 
28 certain, however, that if anythin 
ikely toinjure the President was obtained 
in this way, it would speedily become public. 
Let the President try 
THE SENATE’S SECRET SESSION PLAN. 
If the information thus given should leak out, 
he could thereafter reply tothe Senate’s de- 
mands by saying: ‘‘I shall give you the in- 
formation you ask, butI shall also give it to 
the public at the same time. The President, 
Mr. Curtis thought, had nothing to fear. 
Suppose that his reason for removing a Post- 
master was that he was drunk, would the 
ublication of that fact hurt the President? 
ould not such action deter other Postmas- 
ters from like offenses? In conclusion, Mr. 
Curtis said that he was compelledto differ 
with the President as to his prerogative. Mr. 
Cleveland was, perhaps, right in declining to 
make his action retroactive and in refusing to 
turn over communications intended as con- 
fidential, and in many casesso marked. But 
his course in the future was clear. He should 
place all communications on record, and the 
writers should know that letters to the Pres- 
ident are letters to the country. Mayor Low’s 
idea was e He let the people 
know that he felt at liberty to make anythin 
ublic, as he deemed best. Mr. Curtis sai 
hat a demand of this sort had never been 
7 with by any other President, from 
Washington’s time to the present, but Mr. 
Oleveland was elected under 
stances, under a movement intended to re- 
form politics. A great step for reform would 
be his putting an end to a secrecy that was 
not supported by reason of the Constitution.

AN EYE WITNESS’ ACCOUNT OF THE RECENT 
LABOR DEMONSTRATION IN LONDON. 
London United 


Views of the False Commercial System— 


the Socialist Leaders—The Meeting in Tra- 
falgar Square and Riot. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DiIsPaTcH. —~ 

Nuw Yoru, February 23.—The London cor- 
respondent of a morning paper, writing under 
date of February 9, thus describes the recent 
great riot of the unemployed workingmen of 
the English capital: The Rose Tavern is & 
bright spot in Old Bailey. Ite smart facade 
smiles on the grim entrance of Central Orimi- 
nal Court, which holds its assizes just oppo- 
site. It is the central élub-house of the Lon- 
don United Workmen’s Committee. A little 
before the great demonstration of the unem- 
ployed working classes I entered it 
‘with the object of talking to Mr. Wil- 
son, who is one of its chief organizers. 
As I curiously peep at one of the bars, one of 
| two Ethiopians, drinking a glass of half-and- 
half between them, addresses me thus: She 
ain’t ere, guvernor. I left er with the 
Prince. They all roar. I don't stop, and at 
last reach a small parlor at the end of the 
lobby, which runs from the street toatiny, 
lumbered back yard. Here I must be in a club 
apartment, for there is an air of privacy about 
it and all look at me in surprise. The 
room isn’t large, is lit by a skylight, and com- 
municates with the commissariat only through 
an aperture in the wall, by which provisions 
are banded. A tall man, with a look anda 
way which warn you against all attempts at 
trifling, comes up and asks whatI want. I 
say, ‘‘Mr. Wilson.’’. He replies, ‘‘He is not 
here, but excuse me one minute,’’ and he 
leaves the room. I look about me. They 
have all the appearance of well-to-do mechan- 
tes; some drink, some eat, some read the 
newspaper and some talk. The talk is about 
politics and I do not hear anything 
that could keep her Majesty awake at night. 
The tall man returns and we adjourn to one 
ofthe bars. He asks for a drink before I can 
suggest anything, and is much displeased with 
the charge. ‘‘Ye want to bankrupt me, don’t 
ye?’’ says he, grumblingly, tothe pretty bar- 
maid who has served him. Then we talk 
about the business ofthe day. He tells me 
that he knows as much about it as Mr. Wil- 
son, as 

HE IS ON THE COMMITTEE 
and, on my inquiring about the distress of the 
unemployed, he says that no speeches and no 
reports have yet thrown even a glimmering on 
it. 

„People starve, sir, said he, by the hun- 
dreds.’’ 

What are you going to do?’’ I query. ‘‘A 
revolution?’’ 

Not at all, sir. We only want the Parlia- 
ment to alter the law. it’s all in favor of 
foreigners at present;there is nothing new 
but foreign importations and foreign labor. 
That must end. We will not be robbed any 
longer of our work and wages—that’s all. 

‘*So you don’t war against the government, 
and donot aim at getting rid of the Queen?’’ 

We do not want to upset one or anything, 
except the f commercial system under 
which we live.’’ 

But I hear that there is a fear of violence.“ 

„There will be no violence among us. It 
mer be that the Social Democrats will geta 
little excited at Trafalgar Square, but, if need 
be, we shall pitch them in the granite basins 
about there, and they will soon cool down. 
The fellows are but a few, and are no good. 

I hurried out of the Rose 
anxious to acquaint myseif 
the spirit and intention 
‘*fellows’’ thus contem ptuously dismissed by 
my constitutional workman. I had been there 
before, and knew them to be officered by four 
chiefs, who, if only half as good as their 
words, and halfas volcanic astheir oratory, 
are to blow up a gap in the world some day. 
I wanted, therefore, to ascertain upon what 
assumption they were now to be merely 
handled and ducked in as Welchers ata race 
meeting. « Citizens Hyndman, Champion, 
Burns and Fielding are not despicable human 
beings, but matter-of-fact revolutionaries. 

ee I once heard Hyndman exclaim 
with a Satanic fire: ‘‘I am a revolutionist. 
What have we to hope for unless there is a 
revolution?’’ and he looked a perfect Lucifer. 
Champion has been an officer in the army and 
retains, in his language and bearing, the pre- 
cision of his military education. 6 does not 
carry away his listeners by enthusiasm: he 
disturbs them 

BY HIS ARGUMENTS. 
John Burns is a handsome engineer. A 
5 of genius would take him just as he 
is if he wished to represent the best type of 
his class. Heis a fearless orator. He tells 
the truth all around. He has addressed his 
followers as ‘‘cowards.’’ The other day at 
Holborn he said: ‘‘We know very well that 
the first persons to be crushed by the car of 
revolution are those who first harness them- 
selyes in front of it.

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AUSTIN’S SENSATION. 


Startling Disclosures Regarding the Murder 
of Mrs. Hancock and Mrs. Phillips.
